A writ for a Judiciary Re- 
view of the minutes of the City 
Council on the recently circu- 
lated petition against the pro- 
posed $50,000.00 Bond Issue for 
Street Improvements sought by 
the City Council, of Bay St.

The case is scheduled to be 
heard in Circuit Court next 
month. 

An injunction was denied the 
petition group in a Chancery 
Court hearing held Saturday, 
August 4, with Wm. Hewes, Spe- 
cial Chancellor, presiding in 
place of Judge Russell, on vaca- 
tion. 

In dismissing a permanent in- 
junction writ, Hewes upheld At- 
torneys Dan Russell and Charles 
Galloway, representing the City 
Council in their motion for a 
dismissal on grounds that the 
petitioners had adequate remedy 
at law which had not been ex- 
hausted, and no emergency sit- 
uation would be created through 
issuance of the bonds 

Shanks and Andrews, attor-

Most of this work has 
been done by the Atomic Power 
Development Associates, Inc. 
(Mississippi Power Company is 
one of the 45 members of this 
group), with substantial assist- 
ance from the AEC’s 
National Laboratory. 

2. Fullscale reactor parts for 
mechanical testing have been or- 
dered and are being built at a 
cost of more than $2,000,000. 
These include the stainless steel 
vessel which will enclose the 
reactor core; heavy shield, con- 
trol and fuel-handling parts; and 
a centrifugal pump powered by 
a 1,000 horsepower motor, capa- 
ble of driving molten sodium 
through the reactor at the rate 
of 11,000 gallons a minute. These 
parts are intended for actual 
use in the plan after thorough 
testing for safety and perform- 
ance. 

3. Preparation of the plant 
site has been going on for more 
than three months. 

4. Architectural and construc- 
tion engineering contractors for 
the reactor plant have begun 
their work. 

5. Detroit Edison has retained 
construction engineers for a steam 
turbine plant to be owned and 
operated by Edison and which 
will adjoin the reactor unit. 
(The Edison Company will oper- 
ate the 
steam purchased from the reac- 
tor plant.) 

6. The 150,000 kilowatt steam 
turbine-generator to be used in 
connection with the reactor plant

Have you found milk bottles 
and other containers “sweating” 
in your refrigerator? 


Many people have, and havo 
thought semething was wrong 
with their refrigerator to cause 
this condensation of moisture. 

But research workers say it 
doesn’t mean your refrigerator 
is defective; it means it is doing 
the job you want it todo. The 
increased sweating shows that the 
inside of the refrigerator and its 
contents are cooler than they 
were in older refrigerators—and 
better for keeping food. 

Because the newer refriger- 
ators are designed for temporary 
storage of frozen foods in the 
“icecube compartment,” the tem- 
perature there is from 10 to 15 


degrees lower than in older re- 
frigerators. This lower tempera- 
ture in the evaporator makes the 
whole storage area of the re- 
frigerator—and everything in it 
—colder. 

Then you open the door. The 
warm, moist summer aip that 
flows in condenses when it com- 
es against the colder surfaces 
ues closely with paper towels, 
and causes the sweating. E 

If you wrap your milk bot- 
vou will cut down condensation 
on the glass. You can cut down 
the sweating also by opening 
the refrigerator door less often. 
Plan ahead and put in or take 
out severarl foods at a time in- 
stead of taking each out sepa- 
rately, opening the door each 
time. 

Caution the children too. They 
often hold the door open “just 
looking for something to eat or 
cold to drink.” 


PREVENT CHIGGER BITES 


The prospects of chigger bites 
and their resulting intensive 
itching, takes some of the pleas- 
ure out of backyard meals, pop- 
ular these hot summer days. 

You can control the pests in 
the barbecue or picnic areas of 
your yard or the places children 
play with easily applied insecti- 
cides. Either a spray or dust 
is available. The materials rec- 
ommended are chlordane, toxa- 
phene and lindance, and are ef- 
fective for 4 to 8 weeks. 

Information on amounts to use 
are available at your home 
agent’s office. Ask also for in- 
formation on control of the dog 
and cat flea, that deals out mis- 
ery to a large number of folks 
each year. Be sure you follow
